MARY HUSE EASTMAN 
By William P. Frank 


When twenty-year old Miss Eastman be- 
came associated with the very dignified, 
somewhat aloof Institute Free Library of 
Wilmington, Delaware, the reading rage was 
“Janice Meredith” and ‘‘The Crisis.’”” That 
was fifty years ago and Wilmington with its 
approximate 76,000 population was yet to 
feel the impact of two World wars and 
hadn’t the slightest idea that one day it 
would be hailed as the chemical research 
capital of the world. 

Miss Eastman was born in Talbot County 
on the famed Eastern Shore of Maryland, 
on October 24, 1879. She received her first 
education at home from her parents, her 
father being a retired college professor, and 


later attended the high schools of Easton, 
Maryland and Wilmington, Delaware. In 
1900 she joined the staff of the Wilmington 
Free Library as a desk assistant, and later 
became, first an assistant, and then head, of 
their newly established reference depart- 
ment. In those days the big talk was about 
William Jennings Bryan and Teddy Roose- 
velt; the automobile was competing with the 
horse and buggy; the aeroplane was still in 
the future and men were thinking about the 
great possibilities of telegraphy. It was the 
beginning of the new century with all its 
hopes and prayers and it was the beginning 
of the career of a young woman who was to 
have a marked influence not only on the 
general public but on specialized researchers, 
scientists, artists, musicians; the influence of 
a reference librarian. This was something 
new in Wilmington fifty years ago, a woman 
who would find the answers to all kinds of 
questions. Miss Eastman soon developed 
the knack of finding correct answers. Her 
enthusiasm and her dedication to the job 
were her mainstay and it wasn’t long before 
adults and students beat a path to her desk. 
They learned that this quiet woman was 
interested in their problems and their ques- 
tions. Some of her early ‘‘customers’’ were 
artists associated with the then famous 
Howard Pyle school of American illustration. 
Mr. Pyle, who had set up his school in Wil- 
mington and nearby Chadd’s Ford, had in- 
doctrinated his students in the gospel of 
accuracy in research. They, in turn, found 
Miss Eastman a great help in tracking down 
the description of a Colonial uniform, the 
headdress of an Indian chief, the measure- 
ment of a sailing vessel, or the description of 
a Revolutionary war flintlock. Many a 
young high school valedictorian who was to 
become a business or professional leader in 
his community found Miss Eastman’s en- 
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thusiasm for research and reference a won- 
derful help towards speech-making success. 

But even as this work was progressing, 
Miss Eastman was blazing new trails of her 
own. In the first place, she witnessed the 
renaissance of interest in Delaware history 
and so helped to start the Delawareana files 
of the library, which files have now grown 
to immense proportions. She also compiled, 
as a hobby, notes on fairy tales. And 
although she was never actually associated 
with the juvenile department of the library 
she was able to supply the staff in that de- 
partment with a great deal of information 
about fairy tales, myths and legends. Out 
of this hobby grew eventually the first edi- 
tion of the ‘‘Index to Fairy Tales, Myths 
and Legends’”’ published in 1914, followed by 
a second edition in 1926. A little more than 
ten years later Miss Eastman issued a Sup- 
plement, and a dozen years later a second 
Supplement. For years her book has been 
considered a standard work on the subject. 


Today, retired after a half century spent 
in this public service, Miss’ Eastman, no 
longer young but just as wistful and gentle 
spoken as ever, can look back upon a career 
as a reference librarian who personally wit- 
nessed the remarkable advance in the use of 
scientific, governmental, political and liter- 
ary information, all the way up to jet planes, 
plastics, television and atomic energy. She 
can also look back upon having served at 
least two full generations of Wilmingtonians, 
having found the answers to thousands of 
questions, and more important than any- 
thing else, having guided hundreds of adults 
and children through the labyrinth of ever- 
expanding reference toward the goal of 
human knowledge. She can look back upon 
service under four librarians: Enos L. Doan 
for one year, George F. Bowerman for three 
years, Arthur L. Bailey for thirty-six years, 
and the present Director of Libraries, Har- 
land S. Carpenter, for ten years. She has 
seen the library grow from a collection of 
36,000 volumes to over 200,000, the budget 
increase from $15,000 to $150,000, and the 
staff from 8 members to 41. On her retire- 
ment, a grateful community paused to pay 
her tribute. Her colleagues honored her at 
a testimonial dinner. The Wilmington Lions 
Club honored her as one of the city’s out- 
standing women and a scroll was given her 
testifying that she had given a life of un- 
selfish devotion to people. Dr. Ward I. 
Miller, Superintendent of the city’s schools, 
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expressed the appreciation of his staff and 
all the faculties for her contribution to the 
welfare of the community. The then mayor 
of Wilmington, James F. Hearn, thanked her 
for her ‘‘very remarkable and uninterrupted 
record of faithful and loyal service to the 
Wilmington Public Library.”” So, even in 
retirement, Miss Eastman is not forgotten. 
She is still remembered as the woman who 
could help a person find the answer to prac- 
tically any question; still honored as the 
librarian who helped thousands to become 
self-reliant in the use of reference books.

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Richard Wright is widely regarded as America’s foremost Negro novelist. He is certainly at least partly 
responsible for the appearance of such excellent writers as Ralph Ellison and Willard Motley, for it was his 
Native Son that contributed to a climate in which books by Negro writers might be evaluated basically in 
terms of their literary value. As startling as is the theme of Native Son, the novel was even more important 
as the arrival of a new and formidable talent. Wright was bracketed with such novelists as Steinbeck and 
Farrell and was hailed as one of the significant writers of the period. His reputation has apparently not dimin- 
ished. He has been widely translated, and is currently bracketed with Silone, Malraux and Koestler as an 
outstanding anti-Communist writer. His works include a famous novel ( Native Son), a well-known auto- 
biography (Black Boy), an important book of short stories ( Uncle Tom’s Children), and a number of lesser

This bibliography lists both significant critical works in English on Edith Sitwell and such works by her 
as are of importance in an understanding of her writing. Since the emphasis is critical, biographical entries 
are limited, for the most part, to a few articles and books, such as Sir Osbert Sitwell’s autobiography and 
The Three Sitwells, by R. L. Mégroz. 

The bibliography is divided into three main sections: “Critical Writings of Edith Sitwell,” “Bibliography, 
ear ge and Criticism,” and “Reviews.” The arrangement of articles in each group is, in general, chrono-

It should be pointed out that a considerable 





amount of important critical material on Edith Sitwell’s poetry appears in the form of reviews, especially 
those of later works, in which the reviewer often discusses her development as a poetess. For this reason, I 
have included, whenever possible, exact and complete paging, so that the more lengthy discussions may be 
easily found. The reviews are arranged chronologically under the entry of the work reviewed. 

Although I have endeavored to make the bibliography as complete as possible, I am aware of the fact 
that there are early articles which I have been unable to trace, especially reviews in periodicals which are not 
available in large holdings in the United States and are not indexed, insofar as I know. Also, I have been 
unable to obtain The Subject Index to Periodicals, issued by the Library Association (London), for the years 
1939 and 1940. There are, undoubtedly, other discussions of Miss Sitwell’s writing in books which I have 
been unable to examine. I believe, however, that the works included in this bibliography comprise a com- 
prehensive and basic list for a critical study of Edith Sitwell as a writer. 

Owing to the difficulty in obtaining first editions, I have not attempted exact title-page cet a

A, E. HOUSMAN ANTHOLOGIZED 
Evidence in the Growth of a Poet’s Reputation

No more evidence is needed for the critical and popular acclaim of A. E. Housman: since 1896 A Shrop- 
shire Lad has been reprinted in England more than 50 times, and in America more than 20 publishers have 
issued scores of editions. Last Poems (1922) and The Collected Poems (1939) have also had their share of suc- 
cess. Although there is still no “‘definitive’’ biography, ten books about A. E. H. have been printed, and he 
is discussed in more than 300 chapters in books, 500 periodical articles, and 350 book reviews. All are duly 
listed in a full-dress bibliography on which I have been engaged since 1937. One of the sections of this work, 
on Housman’s appearances in anthologies, makes an interesting study in its own right. 

As A Shropshire Lad was not copyright in America and no author’s permission was needed for reprint- 
ing, anthologists began including selections from his work early in the century. But in England, Housman 
again and again refused to allow editors to use his lyrics. Grant Richards says in Housman: 1897-1936 (p. 53): 
“His idea may have been that he looked on the book as a sequence of poems and in consequence disliked any 
one being divorced from its fellows.’’ The poet (pp. 77-78) wrote Richards on 29 June 1907: 

Pray who gave Mr. E. Thomas leave to print two of my inspired lays in his and your ‘Pocket 

Book of Poems and Songs’’? I didn’t, though he thanks me in the preface. Just the same thing hap- 

pened in the case of Lucas’s ‘(Open Road,” issued by the same nefarious publisher. You must not 

treat my immortal works as quarries to be used at will by the various hacks whom you may employ 

to compile anthologies. It is a matter which affects my moral reputation: for six years back I have 

been refusing to allow the inclusion of my verses in the books of a number of anthologists who, un- 

like Mr. Thomas, wrote to ask my permission; and I have excused myself by saying that I had an 

inflexible rule which I could not transgress in one case rather than another. Now these gentlemen, 

from Quiller-Couch downward, will think I am a liar. Mr. Thomas thanks me for “fa poem” and 

prints two: which is the one he doesn’t thank me for? 
Lucas’s Open Road (1899) was the first to reprint a poem from A Shropshire Lad, but a note in his re-issue 
says: “‘From the present edition (1905) it has been necessary, owning to reasons into which I need not here 
enter, to omit five or six pieces that I should have wished to retain. I am very sorry to have been forced to 
this course, which was, I can assure the reader, no affair of mine.’”” Housman verses were omitted; and Rich- 
ards’s book (p. 78) explains the 1899 “‘permission”: ‘‘as I had become the publisher of [A Shropshire Lad] I 
could surely without impropriety sanction the use of a single m in [Lucas’s] anthology of which I was also 
to be the publisher.” “ spite of A. E. H.’s wishes, E. V. ea Edward Thomas, Ernest Pertwee, L. L. 
Schiicking, and Robert Bridges did anthologize the Lad. Of Bridges, Housman wrote (Richards, p. 53): 

He (being Poet Laureate, and an unscrupulous character, and apparently such an admirer of my 

verse that he thinks its presence or absence will make all the pr tae to his book) intends to in- 

clude three poems from A Shropshire Lad, though I have not given him my permission, because he 
thinks he has reason to think that I shall not prosecute him. Well, I shall not; and you will please 
turn a blind eye too. 

Housman, however, permitted English editors to reprint from Last Poems; and after his death in 1936 
his literary executors allowed anthologies to use Shropshire Lad lyrics. My list begins with ap neces of 
a few poems before their inclusion in Last Poems, More Poems, and The Collected Poems. Annually from 1920 
more of his verses began appearing in American compilations for school and college use, or for the general 
public; and as he became accepted as a great minor poet, he found his way into almost every anthology of 
English poetry. I certainly do not presume to completeness, but 275 books are more than representative. 

Of the 63 lyrics in A Shropshire Lad, the most popular is II (‘‘Loveliest of trees’’), which appears in 103 
anthologies; second choice is XIII (‘‘When I was one-and-twenty”’), in 78; third is LIV (“With rue my heart 
is laden’’), in 73; then XIX (“To an Athlete Dying Young”), in 71; and IV (‘Reveille’), in 68. After XXI 
= Hill’), in 42, and XXVII (“Is my team ploughing’’), in 33, the other verses fall far behind in popu- 

rity. 

Despite their additional use in England, no lyric of Last Poems approaches ‘“‘Loveliest of trees” in the 
number of inclusions, probably because of royalties: XX XVII (“‘Bpitaph on an Army of Mercenaries’’) leads 
with 28 appearances. Of More Poems, the prefatory verse (‘‘They say my verse is sad: no wonder”) is the 
most popular, but is included in only 8 anthologies. 

he significance of this list is that we can now see, without guess-work, how much of Housman's poetry 
has been reprinted in compilations, and thus we have more evidence of his reputation among editors and 
professors. We can also see how A Shropshire Lad lyrics II, XIII, LIV, XIX, IV (in that order), and XXI 
and XXVII, secondarily, are either more teachable to students of English literature or simply favorites among 
compilers of poetry anthologies.
